--49. A method of preventing or treating a disease which 
is preventable or treatable by a substance which has at least one 
of the following properties, 

a) induces inhibition of spontaneous IL-8 production by- 
human monocytes, 

b) induces inhibition of IL-1/3 induced IL-8 production by 
human peripheral blood mononuclear cells (PBMC) , 

c) induces production of interleukin-1 receptor
